TRIAL OF KEARSARQE. 


Report Leaves Question of Superim- 


posed Turrets Still Open. 


The report of the naval inspection 


board n pon the final two. daya' sea trial 
of the Kearaarge, leaves the question of 
the superimposed turrets still open. In 
ita report, the board eays: 


"The four guns in the forward turret 


ware fired 8'muUaneous at 4000 yards, 
range, and three of the projectiles ap- 
parently fell iu the same place. One 
fell about 300 yards behind, but m a 
line. 


"The four guns of the after turret 


also were fired simultaneously and io 
this case three projectiles apparently 
fell to the tight. Daring the tests the 
blast from the 8 inch guns iu the sup 
eiimposed turrets did not inconvenience 
the people iu the 13 inch turrets. 


"The automatic 1 pounders in the 


military tops, when tired, vibrated and 
jumped so as to mase further firing dan- 
gerous. They will bo replaced with 
lighter guns. The board found no de- 
fects in hull or machinery or the Rear 
«arpe."_

A shell from a six pounder was dropped 
into the village, and the Boxers flcd^ up 
the line. Above the station a small par- 
ty was discovered tearing up the track, 
but a few long range shots drove them 
off. 
The patrol reported a mile and a 


quarter of the track destroyed.

thousand Boxers are reported to be in 
the vicinity. 


Position of Legations Critical. 


Meanwhile the position of the lega- 


tions at Peking is mo«t critical.

cording to a Shanghai dispatch, 30,000 
Chinese troops are drawn tip outside the 
gates of the city to oppose tlw relief 
force, and guns are trained on tii<» Amer- 
ican, British and Japanese legations. 
The American, Russian and Japanese 
ministers are reported to have sent cou- 
riers to Tien-tsin asking for 2,000 troops 
of each nationality.

A MOORISH PROTECTORATE." 
Morocco Trlke* Appeal to Secretary 
* 
of Slate Bay. 


Washington, June 15.—The 
United 


States will soon hav«> to make reply to 
the question as to whether it it. willing to 
accept a protectorate over a part of Mo-, 
rocco. Th«- negotiations, as they may be 
called, have '•oiuoieiiceU at the .state de- 
partment. 


The department is very secretive about 


this matter for tbe reason that tbe ac- 
ceptance by the I'nited State*, of a pro- 
tectorate orer any part of tbe dominion 
of Morocco would lie opposed diplomatic- 
ally by France and unless the consent of 
the sultan of Morocco can be M-cured bj 
that potentate himself. 


The state department has been asked 


to indicate in what manner the protector- 
ate «.'iin be made effective. The matter is 
now before Secretary of State Hay, but 
it will be some weeks before an answer 
will b« git«n. 


From what can be learned there are 


five or six tribes of Mohammedans in 
Morocco who within a few months will 
become absolutely independent of the 
sultan by an old constitution. For many 
years the tribes which occupy contiguous 
territory have been paying an annual 
tribute of about $.~>0.000 to the govern- 
ment ot Morocco. The period within 
which this was'to lie paid was to be ter- 
minated by the freedom of the tribes 
from the suzerainty of Morocco. 


An agf-nt of the tribes is now in the 


United States, and he has communicated 
with the state department, reciting the«r 
facts and asking that steps be taken to 
acquaint the Moorish tribes with the 
[)robal)le action of the United. States on 
a formal application for an American 
protectorate.

When What Is yawlenn.eMee Wlai a Fart 


of North Carolina, tbi VUtrletjof Wash- 
ington and an Independent State—An 
Art of the I««talatai*. 


The state of Fwiklln, once formed in 


area, if not in population, an important 
part of the Union. It bad it* executive, 
legislative and judicial departments, ex- 
ercised governmental) functions, maintain- 
ed a respectable militia., flourished apace, 
and then, after a varied experience, com- 
pletely disappeared front the "sisterhood 
of states." From historians the state of 
FrankUu has racei-ved.scannuttention, and 
to the majority of theipraseot generation 
its identity with the state* of Tennessee 
seems almost wiaythicalaaOhatof Plato's 
Atlantis with the Americanicontinent. 


A few thousand mountaineers, in a re- 


mote wilderness, infused witjh the princi- 
ples which inspired the Havolution, had 
banded together and formed a state gov- 
ernment of their own. 
With* John Sevier, 


an ideal frontiersman, as the hero, -with 
local self government as the animating 
motive, with a variety of plots and coun- 
terplots to lend picturesqTieneas of incident, 
with phases of comedy interspersed now 
and then with episodes truly tragic, the 
drama was acted out amid the mountain 
regions of Tennessee. 


When the American Revolution broke 


out, what is now the state of Tennessee 
was an unorganized, sparsely settled ter- 
ritory. In 1770 its inhabitants, under the 
leadership of Captain Sevier, petitioned 
the North Carolina legislature to be an- 
nexed to that state in order to contribute 
their share toward national independence. 
As the expenses of the war bore heavily 
on the Old North State, her legislature 
was only too glad to divide the burden. 
The petition was granted, and what is 
now Tennessee formed part of North Car 
olina until the close of the Revolution. As 
it had now become a source of expense 
rather than help, the North Carolina leg- 
islature in June, 1784, without consulting 
those most affected, ceded to the federal 
government the whole annexed territory 
under the name of the District of Wash- 
ington,' provided the government should 
within two yearg signify its assent. _ 


The settlers, naturally objecting to such 


a-wholesale disposition of themselves, rose 
up 1n wrath. The manner and conditions 
of the cession were_ repugnant, and the 
people felt that they had not only been 
trifled with, but, subjected to two years of 
anarchy and disorders. Calling a conven- 
tion in August; 1784, they formed the 
state of Franklin. The North Carolina 
legislature, realizingnts error, hastened to 
undo its mistake and reannexed the 
"Washington district." The inhabitants of 
Franklin rejected offers for reconciliation, 
and Captain Sevier, though at first in- 
clined to advise a return of allegiance to 
North Carolina, yielded to an overwhelm- 
ing-public sentiment and accepted the gov- 
ernorship of the new state. He was in- 
augurated at Watanga on March 1, 1785. 
Some sort of order was now established, 
at least for a time, A court was created, 
the militia thoroughly reorganized anc 
peace effected with Indians. 


But peace did not long prevail. Com 


plications arose which kept the young 
state of Franklin in a. constant turmoil. 
Congress still assened.jnrisdiotion. A re- 
action, stimulated by disappointed office 
seekers, ensued among those who had been 
most clamorous for the new state. J.eal 
ousy of Sevfer's success animated his ri- 
vals, who henceforth sought to make his 
life a burden. The population was dividec 
into the Franklin and the North Carolina 
factions. Elections were held and appoint 
ments made under the laws-of both states, 
Two sets of officers claimed authority, each 
nullifying the acts of'the other. One fac 
tion would steal the publle records from 
the other, only to be treated in like man 
ner in turn. The courts were in a choatio 
condition. Wills oould not.be proved, ti 
ties perfected or justice administered. No 
taxes were paid. Maariages performed by 
officials of one faction/were not recogmzet 
by the other. 


Still the determined young state fough 


for its life. It exercised even federal power 
and authorized the coinage of specie 
though its chief medium of exchange con- 
tinued to be the skins of wild animals. 
Filially emissaries \v«ro sent to the North 
Carolina legislature to moke overtures of 
peace. The address of Franklin's repre- 
sentative was a model of eloquence, fervid 
with the rhetoric«of tho era. But it fell 
upon unheeding ears. No recognition 
would be made of'the rebellious state. 
-The last session of the Franklin legisla- 
ture was held in September, 1787. 
That 


there was then no intention of surrender- 
ing is evident from one of the acts of tho 
legislature, which has been preserved and 
is interesting as an example of primitive 
financiering. Tha law is as follows: 


"Be it enacted by the general assembly 


of the state of Franklin, and it is hereby 
enacted by tho authority of the same, that 
from tho 1st day of January, 1788, the sal- 
aries of the officers of this commonwealth 
be as follows, to wit: 


"His excellency the governor, per an- 


num, 
1,000 deerskins. 


"His honor the chief justice, 500 deer- 


skins. 


"The secretary to his excellency the gov- 


ernor, 500 raccoon skin*. 


"Treasurer of tho state, 430 raccoon 


skins. 


"Each county clerk, 800 beaver skini. 
"Clerk houso of commons, SOO raccoon 


skins. 


"Members of the assembly, per diem, 3 


raccoon skins. 
v 
"Justice's fee fora warrant, 1 rauskrat 


•bin. 


"Constable for serving a warrant, 1 


mink skin. 


"Enacted into a law tho 18th day of Oc- 


tober, 1787, under the great seal of the 
state." 


Meantime Governor Caswell of North 


Carolina issued his proclamation declaring 
the government of Franklin illegal, stig- 
matizing its officers and adherents us reb- 
els, and demanding surrender nnd ac- 
knowledgment of the authority of North 
Carolina. 
The Frnnkllnitoa refuged, and 


it was only when forced byn superior 
number of troops that they yielded. Tho 
itato ended its abort lived career with a 
sort of Judicial fcrco. 
Sevier, of course, 


was arrested and proseontod. 
During Mo 


proceedings an ardent Frnnklinito rushed 
into the presence of tho court nnd dramat- 
ically reform! to tho popular idol thvn on 
trial. In the uproar that followed Sovlor 
walked out of tho courtroom and wag not 
again molested. Years afterward ho was 
elected first, governor of Tennessee. 


Tho Htnto of Franklin was obliterated, 


its territory forming part of North Caro- 
lina onoo more, until 1700, when, under 
tho name Of the District of Washington, it 
wan optfcd to tho federal government. Juno 
1, 1706, it WM duly admitted to tho Un- 
ion—Chioftfo Fort,

A. Wonderful Invention Which 


Brain Movements. 


Professor Angelo Mosso of the Univer- 


sity of Turin has inventeda machine, called 
a "balance," which, worked in conjunc- 
tion with his plethysmograph, makes it 
possible for him to make many wonderful 
experiments upon the working of the hu- 
man brain. Both are based upon tho sim- 
ple principle that "the more mental effort 
the more blood needed in the brain," 
Emotions, thoughts and ideas need differ- 
ent quantities of blood, and whatever is 
required the brain draws from the body. 


The plethysmograph is a long glass tube 


into which the arm is inserted nearly to 
the elbow. 
The tube is then filled with 


water and sealed at the bottom. Commu- 
nicating with this tube is another tube, 
the second very slender and standing up- 
right. It is open to the air, and the water 
in the largo tube overflows a little into the 
smaller. 
Under the influence of pome 


thought or emotion, the blood flows to the 
brain, and the vessels in the wrist and 
hand contract and the water in the small 
tube passes back into the larger, tho 
amount varying according to tbo strength 
of the emotion. The opposite is the case 
when a person sleeps. 


The balance is an instrument of wood 


and metal large enough to hold a man 
comfortably stretched out with head slight- 
ly raised. It rests upon a fulcrum, and is 
steadied by a heavy counterpoise of metal, 
firmly held by lateral bars. An arrange- 
ment of weights keeps tho normal center 
of gravity in the middle of tho "balance," 
and the whole is held in exact equilib- 
rium. It oscillates with the breathing, 
but balances so that tho couch is held hori- 
zontal. 
The slightest variation in brain 


effort causes tho "couch" to incline one 
way or the other. In any intellectual ac- 
tivity the legs become lighter and the head 
heavier. 
In sleep it inclines toward the 


feet, but the slightest stimulation of the 
brain causes au inclination toward the 
head.—Exchange. 


The Uttle Organisms la the Blood That 


Preserve 17* from Microbes. 


The study of germs, to which the science 


of medicine owes so much at this time, 
has produced nothing more interesting 
than the discovery not only that all of tho 
little organisms called bacteria, or mi- 
crobes, are not injurious in their effects 
upon man, but that some of them must ac- 
tually be reckoned as his friends, defend- 
ing him, as they do, against other microbes 
•which are unquestionably injurious. And 
even more interesting than this is the dis- 
covery of the Russian savant, Metchmfioff, 
that the minute cells in human blood which 
physicians call "white corpuscles," and 
which he has named "phagocytes," are 
most powerful and effective enemies to tho 
germs of disease seeking to make their way 
into the system. 


No less an authority than the great Eng- 


lish physician. Dr. Joseph Lister, has de- 
clared that, in his opinion, tlfc main de- 
fense which the human body possesses 
against the invasion of the myriad of mi- 
croscopic foes that are constantly assailing 
it rests upon the phagocytes in the blood. 


When examined with a microscope, these 


cells present a curious and startling ap- 
peanmce of independent life, and under 
proper conditions they may be'seen to 
crawl slowly about. Their manner of act- 
ing when they are called upon to defend 
the blood against invasion from without is 
almost dramatic in interest. If a wound 
is made in tho hand or arm. or other part 
of the body, immediate danger arises from 
the floating germs in the atmosphere winch 
alight upon tho wounded surface and there 
find a ready made breach through which 
they can enter the system. 


But the marvelous cells in the blood 


meet the cneruy on the threshold. As soon 
as tho wound is open they flock to the place 
of danger and literally devour the entering 
microbes. Unless the invading hosts are 
extraordinarily numerous and powerful, 
and are favored by untoward circum- 
stances, the victory almost invariably re- 
mains with the defenders of the breach. 
A study of the process of healing through 
which a wound passes reveals some of the 
details of this system of defense.—G. P, 
S. in Kew York World. 


The Crttt Is the True Badge of Chivalry 


and Nobility. 


The real meaning of a crest seems quit* 


obscure to many people. The crest is, in 
fact, simply the ornament on the top of 
the helmet worn by a> commander, and Is 
to distinguish him Sn tho confusion of bat- 
tle. 
The mantle is the covering of tbo 


helmet, and is as inappropriate as tho 
crest for ladies' use, excepting only per- 
aons who use it as a robe of estate. Hel- 
mets are of five kinds, varying according 
to rank. The crest is always, unless espe- 
cially stated otherwise, placed upon a 
wreath upon the top of the helmet and is 
always painted thus. The crest was in 
use long bafore armorial bearings were, 
and is the true mark of chivalry and no- 
bility. 
| 


Achievements, shield of arms, escutch- 


eon and coat of arms are one and the same,: 
although achievements is usually applied ' 
to "those funeral escutcheons which being 
placed upon the fronts of bouses or t-lse- 
whero set forth the rank and circumstance 
of the deceased." A man's coat of arms 
is always painted upon a shield, with sup- 
porters and crest, if entitled to a crest. A 
coat of arms was '*a habit worn by the 
ancient knights over their armor, both in 
battles and tournaments, upon which was 
applied the armories of the knights, em- 
broidered in gold and silver and enameled 
.with beaten tin. colored black, green, red 
and blue, whence the rule ever to apply 
color on color, or metal on metal." 


Tho achievements of married women are 


arranged precisely as are their husbands', 
without the helmet, crest, mantle or motto, 
the ground always paiuted black under the 
wife's and white under the husband's. 


Spinsters' and widows' arms must always 


bo painted npon a lozenge. "The achieve- 
ments of widows differ from wives' in two 
respects—the escutcheon is lozenge shaped 
and the ground is entirely black. The 
arms should bo encircled by a silver cor- 
don." 


This cordon is the badge of widowhood, 


and, of course, should never be used by 
unmarried women, though some outside 
make the mistake of painting it around 
the arms of spinsters. "Shell*, cherubian 
heads and knots or bows of ribbon are of- 
ten placed about the arms of women 
whether spinsters, wives or widows." 


If an unmarried woman is a peeress, her 


"supporters' robo of estate and coronet" 
may be added to her arms. 


There are now nine different crowns or 


c&ronets used in England, flower-de-luce, 
strawberry leaves and balls forming their 
varying ornamentation, according to the 
varying ranks. Our American Duchess of 
Marlborough is entitled to her coronet, but 
sho may not TISO a crest.—Philadelphia 
Times.

Mr. Yan Bokkelea is one of the few 


surviving signers. Ho says- 


"John De Witt in 1843 and previous to 


that was a storekeeper at West Point, fur- 
nishing at regulated prices tho clothing 
required by the cadets, not only for use at 
the academy, but also for outfits when 
graduating, consisting of undress uniform 
and civilian suits. 


"In April, 1843, unbeknown to the au- 


thorities, one Earl, » prominent Boston 
tailor, visited the Point and solicited or- 
ders from the members of the class to 
graduate in June. 
Many gave orders, as 


his prices were much lower than Do Witt's. 
This coming to the knowledge of the au- 
thorities by information given to them by 
Do Witt, Earl was required to leave the 
Point and the class was forbidden to have 
any more transactions with him, so that 
those having ordered their outfits from 
Earl were compelled to wait tho final day 
of leaving the Point before getting the 
outfit. 


"This so outraged the members of the 


class that they held an indignation meet- 
ing which resulted in the signing of the 
paper now become a matter of record in 
the war office, little thinking at the time 
that it would be brought to tbo general 
notice of their country. 


"The original agreement not to have 


any transaction with Do Witt was left in 
the hands of Cadet George Ste\ens, who 
became lieutenant in tho First dragoons. 
When the army of General Taylor was en- 
tering the city'of Matamoras by the upper 
ford or crossing, which was narrow and 
covered by water only about three feet 
deep, Lieutenant Stevens' horse shied to 
the left into deep water, taking his rider 
with him, and his foot being entangled in 
tho stirrup caused him to bo drowned. 
The writer, being on the spot, wvr him go 
down. Hi* body was recovered, and in 
time his effects fell into the hands of his 
brother, who found among them tho orig- 
inal, which was by him forwarded to the 
war department." — Now York Sun.

Tristan da Cunha, an islnnd, or, to be 
quite accurate, three islands close together, 
In the Bouth Atlantic, so far away from 
anywhere that really they are quite out of 


I the world. The group was discovered and 


named by the Portuguese away bock in 
the time when Portugal was something . 
more than a narao on tho map, but now. 
of course, it belongs to England, having 
been appropriated by hor, in 1810, one dny 
whon sho didn't happen to be busy grab- 
bing stray bits of land more valuable than 
this ono. For nwhile some soldiers were 
kept there because of a vague suspicion 
that Tristan da Cunha might be made the 
baso of operations in the interest of St. 
Helena's terrible gviest. After Napoleon's 
death tho whole garrison departed except 
a corporal and two companions, who had 
a taste for solitude and asked to be left 
behind. Slowly tho population grew, at 
first from wrecks nnd afterward in the 
ordinary way, and now there are 94 people 
on tho island, divided into 16 families. 


According to a recently published blue 


book, the colony is an abode of complete 
penco and moderate happiness. The people 
have no mouoy and no private property. 
There are no doctors, lawyers or clergy- 
men on the Island, and yet health, safety 
nnd piety prevail, and such few neods as 
tho soil docs not supply are ract by traf- 
ficking with an occasional whaler. 
Once 


a year an English warship visits tho in- 
land, distributes a few newspapers and 
letters and goes away again. 


Tho only serious calamity thnt ever 


overtook the islanders was when, during 
our civil war, tho Shenandoah landed 40 
Federal prisoners there, nnd left them to 
be fed or starved, as the inhabitants saw 
fit This sudden demand on their resources 
came near destroying both hosts nnd 
guests, but they managed to struggle 
through the difficulty. 
Tho islanders are 


good to shipwrecked mariners, and the 
only charge brought against thorn is that 
they soil extremely tough poultry to cap- 
tains calling there for fresh provisions 
and try to got as much cloth for old greso 
as for young ones. Potor Green, aged 88, 
governs the island, his claim to authority 
apparently being bonod on tho fact that 
nobody is 80. His only duty is to look 
wise, and he performs it conscientiously 
and well.—New York Times.

LONDON, June 16, 2:00 A. M.—The sit 


nation in China appear? as follows to 
tho Shanghni correspondent of the 
Daily Express, telegraphing yesterday 
evening: '-It is amply a state of veiled 
war. 
The members of the foreign le 


gation are virtually prisoners. 
The 


Chinese troops arc kept from attacking j 
them only from fear of the legation, 
guards. Meanwhile, the ministers are' 
unable to communicate with the officers 
of the foreign force now isolated be 
tween Tien Tsin and Pekio. The walls 
of tho capital are defended by one hun- 
dred thousand Imperial troops and 
modern guns are mounted at the gates. 
General Tung, acting under orders fiom 
the empress dowager, has declared that 
no more foreign troops shall enter the 
city. On Monday, the ministers cent a 
demand to the Tsung-Li-Yaroen that 
the gates be opened, stating that, if 
they were not, the foreign troops would 
force an entrance. To this no answer I 
was received. Sir Claude McDonald j 
reports that the legations feel quite 
capable of maintaining an effective de 
fencp, except 
against 
overpowering 


numbers. It is reported that some of 
the foreign troops are already within 
the environs of the city, and the atti 
tude of the Chinese soldiers is increas- 
ingly menacing. The streets are seeth- 
ing with mobs clamoring for the de' 
struction of tho legations and the 
slaughter of the ministers.

AN OLD TIME MAY DAY. 


New York, Juno 15.— Ac-cording to The 


Herald Admiral Dewey has munu-<l 
from his trip to the northw^t saiisnrd 
in his own uiiud thar he is 110 Joiigfr a 
factor iu the- presidential ratt- or iu con- 
nection with the vice presidency. 


"I am not a politician," said the ad- 


miral to the Wabhiugton eom-.<poudfiit 
of The Herald, "and 1 do not can- lo 
discuss politics. My visit to Orand Rap- 
ids and Detroit had uu political signifi- 
cance whatever. 


"I have no hesitation in saying that 


my nosition is just this: Some time u^o 
the leaders or those whom we Lave al- 
ways regarded as the leaders a*ked me 
if I would allow my name to be used in 
connection with the presidency. 


"After thinking this proposition over 


several weeks I «,aid 'Yes* and accord- 
ingly announced that if tlie people want- 
ed me to serve in that capacity 1 would 
gladly do so. 


"But I thank God they do not appear 


to want me. . 


"In these days the people do not select 


the president- The choice is n«w maile 
by a fewr political leaders, who put their 
heads together and fix up their slate be- 
fore the convention assembles." 


The admiral said some of his very best 


friends had urged him to make a formal 
announcement that he would not accept 
second place on the ticki't with Mr. Bry- 
an. This he" had declined to do ou the 
ground that the nomination had not been 
tendered him. It is quite manifest from 


a declarations he has made to friend.- that 
' he could not he induced to becoufc Mr. 


Bryan's running mate. 


"What seems to be dearer to Admiral 


Dewey than the highest political prefer- 
ment is the" love and affection bestowed 
upon him by the people- wherever,. he lias 
been since his return from Manila. He 
recalls with enthusiasm the great dem- 
onstration in his honor hi New York. 


In response to the suggestion that as 


hero of the battle of Manila the name of 
Dewey will live in history Ions after the 
names of presidents and presidential as- 
pirants are forgotten he said: 


"I know I have the love and effection 


of the American people, and I have fre- 
quently been moved to tears on public oc- 
casions when old men, old women and 
young children greet me with 'God bless 
you, admiral!' " 


Admiral Dewey is entirely familiar 


with the situation in China. When asked 
the direct question, ''What is likely to ho 
the outcome of tho present complications 
in China?" the admiral shook his head as 
if uncertain about venturing fi prediction. 


"The situation in China," he fcaid. "I 


regard as a very serious one — very seri- 
ous indeed. I can only see but one out- 
come as a result of tbe conflict now in 
progress in China, and thnt is the adop- 
tion of the American policy in favor of 
open ports for American commerce on 
equal terms with all the other commer- 
cial nations of the world. 


"•We're In This Deal." 


"It must come to that eventually, and 


it is fortunate that we are in a position 
to say to the nations of Europe, 'We're 
in this deal, gentlemen.' 


"This would not have been possible," 


continued the admiral, "had it not been 
for the result of the Spanish war. 
It 


seems that God is with us in making it 
possible to have at the present moment 
the largest aruiy of men and the most 
formidable fleet of ships right on the 
spot to enforce our rights and see that 
American interests are protected. 


"Not only have we an army of over 


50,000 trained soldiers, at the very gate

Grown People Im £ugUiud. 


Once during tbe foggy, dark weather 


di<l old London, usually dirty and 111 Kindl- 
ing, blossom like a rose. To ihu forest, 
with all its fresh leaves unfolding und its 
sweet airs blowing, went the younj; work- 
ingmcn and women of tbe ciiy—for it was 
BOJ th«- children's May day yet, but a fes- 
tival for older people—U> gather spring 
flowers. 


H<»w glad they were to get abroad "in 


tho oncn" in those old days of '{iiren 
EH'-alx-ih and King James! They went 
to t,ho great forest? near by, Hainnult for- 
est. KpjiinR forest and that great Ixidy of 
woods through which Watling street ran 
—you know, Watling street even traversed, 
the Sherwood forest of Robin Hood und 
his merry men—and they brought home 
the wild rose and "the white May," for so 
they called the blossoming hawthorn, and 
umny a bouquet and branch of goodly 
green or delicate spring bnds and flowers. 


There were two or three principal streets 


that they decked, singing all tho while, 
until these looked like fresh bowers, and 
they made arches of greenery and blos- 
soms over doors and gateways on May eve, 
and hung little colored lampsamong them 
until the children must have thought the 
scene like fairyland. To the knobs of the 
doors they also hung bunches and baskets 
of flowers, and friends and lovers brought 
each other ''a branch of May." Xc sweet- 
er greeting could there be, surely, after 
the long, cold, dark months of fog and 
winter within doors. 


Then, the next day, what dances around 


the tall May pole, with its fluttering rib- 
bons; what revels with plenteous tables 
full of meats und drinks; what fair p.ig- 
tunts, with music and speech and tho al- 
legorical characters that the English used 
so to delight in! 


But in the course of time the Puritan 


temper became dominant in England, and 
the old sports and revels were fiercely put 
'away. Grown men and women ceased 
their mumming and masking as unworthy 
of grave minds, and even this sweet May 
festival only survived in the new world 
across the seas as tbe spore and pagcant^of 
children. 


Strangely enough, New England kept 


one part of its celebration and the south 
another. In New England, on the eve be- 
fore the 1st of May, tho merry children 
hang their May baskets at tho doors "and 
hide neair by to see them taken in, while 
in Virginia and the southern states they 
celebrate the morning of May day by 
what is really an Elizabethan pageant— 
th'e crowning of the queen of May. Some 
little girl is elected queen and is crowned 
by another child as bishop. There is a 
procession of children, some of them rep- 
resenting the scepter bearer, the ladies of 
honor and spring herself, all bearing flow- 
ers and recicing poetical speeches in char- 
acter. 


It was just in this way that the digni- 


fied lord mayor and-other high officials 
used to entertain Queen Elizabeth herself 
when she wont to visit the various towns 
in her kingdom, and she sometimes got 
very weary of the long speeches or poems, 
but all the people enjoyed the merrymak- 
ing an<T masking or playing in character 
immensely, as much as the children do 
now.—Ella F. Mosby in Philadelphia

For our own part wo don't hcsitatb 
to sny that to look upon a man who wears, 
a tall hat or "slieky," brillii.nt kid gloves 
and other apparel rich and rare, to look 
upon him as ho has his shoes keyed up to 
tho rest of him, fills us and should fill ev- 
ery other reasonablo passerby with a ne« 
sense of tbe imperious demand for thb 
beautiful.

sense of the young this public polibhing 
must have a great part. 


Formerly "guests" at hotels used to put

Yet there are delicate spirits averse to 


publicity^and with a, passion for etiquette. 
Them we need not advise to shun tho pub 
lie polisher. Their shoos should be pol 
ished in secret. If they aro of a frugal 
mind and not averse to exorcise, they can 
do tho polishing themselves. Honest labor 
wears a lovely face. 
And evon sturdier 


natures must bo shackled tosomocxtunc 
by a dread of publicity. You may bo bold 
as a lion and yot not caro to have your 
bishop see you eating peanuts. And it 
may bo inconvenient sometimes to be seen 
in tho chair of shino by haughty acquaint- 
ances.

roso tree in Honolulu, subsequently at- 
tacking the foliage of many other trees. 
The cultivation of roses, once a feature of 
the city, became impossible, and a remedy 
seemed bopele.=s. 
One day a parasitic 


fungus was discovered, which by cnltiva- 
.tion and the infection by it of healthy 
beetles was. soon spread far und wide. 
The ground under trees -which' were at- 
tacked by the beetle soon, became literally 
.strewn with dead beetles, nil killed by the 
fungus. Beneath thesurfficcof the soil the 
larvae likewise had perished, and now tho 
natives are busy again at pmning and 
training their rosebushes.—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch.

of tishing. Among tbo best ajo G'Shnugh- 
nessy, Limerick, Sneckbend, Aberdeen 
and Sproat. The last named,, wo think, j 
will meet more kinds of need than any I 
other one. As to size, it should be remem- 
bered that the hook is to fit tho bait, not 
tho fish's mouth; a very small fish can 
take any ordinary hook. 


A rod is not so absolutely necessary as 


the rod, Hue and hook, but it is n primu 
convenience. A well mado single click 
reel is better than any multiplier, except 
for the one matter of making long ca«ts 
from tho reel, which a beginner is not like- 
ly to do. 


For fly casting, a leader or casting lino 


of gut between the fly and the main lino 
is necessary to making a light cast, 
but for ordinary bait fishing the gxit pncll'i, 
which are nowadays BO generally attached 
to hook, are bottom line enough. If, how- 
ever, you can get some white, gray or 
cream colored hairs from tho tail of a, 
young stallion, you can make bottom lines 
or leaders for light fishing without, es- 
pense. 


A gaudy float ia pretty sure to form part, 


of the first angling outfit, and it. is useful 
to keep the bait out of the weeds and to 
notify the inexperienced angler that a fish 
is biting. 
Chooso ono that is slender in 


shape aud not large. A dry stick makes 
a good enough extemporaneous float, aud 
if fish arc shy may be better than a moro 
showy one. 


For sinkers split shot, BB size, and 


buckshot or strips of thin lead, snuh as 
come from tea chests, wound around thu 
line, aro as good as any and very easily 
procured.—Ilarner's- Hound Table.,

An Electrical Water Fors«. 


Great as are tho possibilities of electric- 


ity, thoir full scope, is probably only feebly 
comprehended. Ono of tho latest, devices 
is a water forga. Tho details aro nsyct the 
secret of tlio inventor, but in offoot the 
method is as. follows: A tnnk shnped 
somewhat like an iron sink is filled with 
water, which Is highly charged with oloc- 
tricity. Tho ploco of iron to bo manipulat- 
ed is held by a pair of pinchers \\hioh aro 
attached to nn electric wire. 
When all Is 


ready, tho iron is dipped Into tho water, ot 
courso causing tho positive nnd noKiiUvu 
poles to come in contact. It tnkcs from 10 
to 00 seconds for tho Iron to bocomo hoi 
cndugh to bo bout or worked n.s required. 
An interesting aud important, fact, Is thnt 
tho heat manifests Itself only upon that 
portion of tho iron that Is covered by the 
water, thus rendering it much moro con- 
trollable than forges of tho ordinnry pat- 
torn. If one inch in under water, only one 
inr-Ii will lie n-d, nnd M> on with nny null

To Restore Silk. 


Silk is worn so frequently now that 


some simple means of reno\ating it may 
be of service. 
Faded silks should be, 


sponged carefully with warm wato1* and 
soap, and then rubbed dry with a cloth, 
spreading thorn upon some flat surface, as 
a tjible or board, during tho operation. 
When dry, iron on tho wrong side, taking 
care that tho iron is not hot enough to 
singe. Black Mlks that arc looking shabby 
may be renovated by sponging them with 
spirila nnd then ironing on tlie right side, 
with a thin sheet, of tissue paper to protect 
tho material. 
Candle or grejiso stains 


upon black silks can bo removed by huiit- 
ing a knifo in tho flame of a candle, lay- 
Ing a sheet of blotting paper over tho 
stains and then applying tho hot knifo to 
that part of tlio paper that covers thorn. 
The grease will thus bo absorbed into t.lio 
blotting paper. For largo marks use a hot 
iron. 
When by mishap the co'nr hns hei n 


taken out of silk by acid, itcan frequently 
bo n stored by tho application of fcurlbhum 
or sal volatile.
